Tributes paid to 
much-loved Tina

THE family of a popular shopworker 
killed when the car she was driving 
crashed into a river say they will re¬ 
member her with “nothing but the 
fondest of memories” 

Tina Keys, 41, who lived in Pymoor 
and worked at Iceland in Ely, was 
driving a black Honda Civic when 
the vehicle left the road at the Sixteen 
Foot Drain near Christchurch. 

Police say they believe the vehicle 
entered the river between 11.45pm 
on Saturday and 5am on Sunday. 

Tina’s body was discovered inside 
the vehicle. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) morning, a 
man was also killed in a collision on 
the A142 at Mepal. 

The collision, which involved a van 
and a motorcycle, happened just be¬ 
fore 7.30am. 

A spokesman for the East of Eng¬ 
land Ambulance Service Trust said: 
“We received a call just before 7.30am 
to the A142 at Mepal to a report of a 
collision between a van and motor¬

cycle. Two ambulance crews, a rapid 
response vehicle, ambulance officer 
and East Anglian Air Ambulance were 
dispatched to a report of a man who 
was critically injured and was not 


breathing. Sadly the patient died at 
the scene.” 

The man had not been formally 
identified when the Ely News went to 
print. 

Police are appealing for any wit¬ 
nesses to the crash which killed Tina 
Keys. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Police said that she had been report¬ 
ed missing and that officers were ap¬ 
pealing for information to determine 
the circumstances leading to the ve¬ 
hicle leaving the road. 

He said: “Tina was missing from 
home at the time and we are trying 
to establish more about the circum¬ 
stances leading to the vehicle being 
in the river.” 

Tina’s death has left the Ely com¬ 
munity shocked and saddened. Be¬ 
fore working at Iceland, she was em¬ 
ployed at the Photo Expert shop on 
Ely Market Place. 

In a statement released by police, 
her family said: “We would like to 
thank everyone for their kind words 
and condolences at this difficult time. 

“Tina is a loving wife to Mark, a de¬ 
voted mother to Mariah, 21, and De¬ 
clan, 16, second born to Maurice and 


Maiveen, sister to Karen, Matthew 
and Thomas. 

“She is an exceptional auntie to her 
nephews and niece. 

“Tina was also looking forward to 
welcoming her first grandchild to the 
family. She will leave a big void in the 
family and in our hearts. 

“We will remember her with joy 
and nothing but the fondest of mem¬ 
ories.” 

Hundreds of family and friends 
have also been paying tribute to Tina 
on social media. 

One person wrote: “I seriously can’t 
believe it. I have known Tina since we 
were at school and lived in Littleport. 
I really don’t know what to say. RIP. 
Thinking of you all.” 

Another posted: “Thoughts go out 
to Tina’s family. A lovely lady, always 
with a smile, you will be sadly missed. 
RIP Tina xxx.” 

A colleague said: “We are all ab¬ 
solutely devastated by Tina’s death. 
She was the nicest person you could 
meet. Until we meet again Tina, RIP” 

Police are urging anyone with any 
information about either collision, or 
who saw Tina’s vehicle prior to it en¬ 
tering the ditch, to call them on 101. 


Thieves

shop 

THIEVES broke into Ely's 
Cancer Research UK charity 
shop and stole £100. 

Offenders gained entry 
to the shop, in the High 
Street, by breaking a glass 
window pane above the 
rear fire exit door. 

The break-in happened 
some time between 6pm 
on Tuesday and 7am on 
Wednesday, and £100 in 
cash was stolen from the 
shop's safe. 

Shop manager Dawn 
Statham said: "We're all 
devastated and very angry. 

"I've worked here for 19 
years and I've never had 
anything like this happen 
before. 

"They got in by breaking 
a window pane above the 
fire exit door and managed 
to get into the safe and 
steal £100 in cash. 

"They also smashed the 
till but there wasn't any 
money in there. 

"Thankfully nothing else 
of significant value was 
taken but I hope they're 
happy with themselves that 
they've stolen £100 from a 
charity." 

Police are urging 
anyone who saw anything 
suspicious, or who has any 
information about the theft, 
to call 101.

Driver arrested 
after passenger 
dies in collision 


A MAN has been arrested on 
suspicion of causing death 
by dangerous driving and 
failing to stop at an accident 
following a fatal collision 
near Ely. 

The 43-year-old man, who 
is from the Ely area, was driv¬ 
ing a red BMW 325i when it 
was involved in a collision 
with a blue Ford Focus in 
Branch Bank, between Lit- 
tleport and Queen Adelaide. 

The front seat passenger of 
the BMW - Jahmel Rashane 
Grant, 20, from Kent - died 
in the collision, which hap¬ 
pened at around 9.45pm last 
Wednesday. 

Another man, a back seat 
passenger of the BMW, suf¬ 
fered serious but not life 
threatening injuries and was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s Hos¬ 
pital. 

Police described his con¬ 
dition as “serious but stable”. 

The driver of the BMW 
made off from the scene but 
following an appeal from 
Cambridgeshire Police he

handed himself in at Park- 
side police station in Cam¬ 
bridge last Thursday even¬ 
ing. 

A police spokesman said 
the man had been released 
on bail to return to Parkside 
on August 23. 

The female driver of the 
Ford, as well as a child and a 
toddler who were inside the 
vehicle at the time, received 
minor injuries, according to 
police. 

East Cambridgeshire Po¬ 
lice have appealed for mo¬ 
torists to “take care and be 
appreciative of the circum¬ 
stances” following what has 
been a fortnight of misery on 
the region’s roads. 

As reported on Ely News 
online, seven vehicles were 
written off in separate colli¬ 
sions in the Ely area on May 
31 alone. 

The collisions happened 
in Queen Adelaide Way, Ely; 


Ouse Valley Road between 
Littleport and Queen Ad¬ 
elaide and the Queen Ad¬ 
elaide junction of the A142. 

Police say everyone in¬ 
volved received minor inju¬ 
ries only, but that all of the 
vehicles were written off. 

Speaking on the Polic¬ 
ing East Cambridgeshire 
Facebook page, a spokes¬ 
man said: “The recent spate 
of poor weather has been 
catching drivers out again 
with spectacular and dan¬ 
gerous consequences. 

“We are advising all of our 
local road users to take care 
and be appreciative of the 
circumstances. 

“Seven vehicles written off 
in a single day is exceptional 
- but none of the drivers in¬ 
volved set out to be involved 
in a collision.” 

Anyone who witnessed the 
fatal collision in Branch Bank 
or who has any information 
is asked to contact the road 
policing unit on 101, quoting 
incident 560 of June 1.

A CHARITY walk is taking 
place later this month to 
help a brave little girl ride a 
bike for the first time. 

The group are setting out 
from the Green Dragon pub 
in Chesterton, Cambridge, 
and walking to Haddenham 
on June 25 to raise money 
for a special bike for 4-year- 
old Izzy Nicole. 

Parents Emma, 34, and 
Jonathan, 38, who live in 
Haddenham, have chosen 
the 18-mile route to rep¬ 
resent the 18 documented 
cases in the world of Izzy’s 
condition. 

Izzy was born with a num¬ 
ber of complex medical 
needs which include three 
holes in her heart, kidney 
function issues and muscle 
contractors which means 
she is not able to stand or 
walk. 

She is also partially sight¬ 
ed, partially deaf and feeds 
directly into her stomach via 
a gastrostomy tube. 

In her short life, she has 
had a number of operations 
including heart surgery at 
Great Ormond Street in Lon¬ 
don, and has been in inten¬ 
sive care at Addenbrooke’s

twice. 

But after receiving the 
devastating diagnosis last 
November that Izzy’s condi¬ 
tion is life limiting, her fam¬ 
ily are determined to give 
Izzy as many experiences as 
possible - including riding a 
bike. 

They have found a Huka 
Duet, a special bike with a 
detachable wheelchair, to 
her allow her to do just that. 

Mum Emma, who works 
in a bank, said the bike 
would make a huge differ¬ 
ence to Izzy’s life. 

She said: “Leisure facilities 
are pretty much non-exist¬ 
ent for children like Isabel. 

“To be able to ride a bike 
like children her own age, 
would just be a whole new 
outlook and would give her 
an experience she’s not ex¬ 
perienced before. 

“She loves being outdoors, 
it’s fantastic and would be 
something we could do as 
a family. It will make a huge 
difference.” 

Thanks to donations from 
family and friends, money 


raised from a race night and 
a £1,000 donation each from 
local charities Davies Lamily 
Trust, Martin’s Wheels along 
with £2,500 from the Lree- 
masons, the family are just 
£500 short of their £8,000 
target. 

Emma said the communi¬ 
ty’s generosity has been fan¬ 
tastic, raising money in the 
past for a sensory room and 
a specialist care seat for Izzy. 

“Lamily and friends just 
get involved, I don’t even 
have to ask,” she said. “The 
Haddenham community 
has just been outstanding. 
We’re quite practical [about 
Izzy’s condition]. As long as 
Isabel is happy that’s all we 
think about. 

“She’s cheeky, smiley, just 
really happy. Despite the 
operations and hospital ad¬ 
missions, she always has a 
smile.”

A spokesman for the East 
of England Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice Trust, which also attend¬ 
ed the scene, said the patient 
was taken by land ambu¬ 
lance to Addenbrooke’s for 
further treatment.

Surely, a voluntary Light Blue 
gesture wouldn't go amiss in these 
times of 'austerity'!

Share with me a 
greater Britain 

ON June 4, 1944, two of my 
brothers, Jack and George, both 
Royal Marine range takers, were on 
that most honoured of all ships, HMS 


Warspite (their post was just above 
the 15-inch guns). 

On that day the battleship 
was some 12 miles off Gold and 
Sword beach, off the Normandy 
coast. These two were professional 
servicemen, having been on active 
service with the Royal Marines since 
1934. Both earned a handful of 
campaign medals - Atlantic Star, 
Africa Star, Burma Star, Italy Star, War 
Medal Palestine. 

A third brother, Harry, had in 1943, 
while skipper of an MTB, engaged 
in an air sea rescue operation off the 
Italian coast, and gained for bravery, 
an MBE. 

Warspite's task on that day in 
June, just two days prior to D Day, 
was to take out the enemy gun 
emplacements on the French coast to 
enable both British and other allied 
troops to land on the Normandy 
beaches. The battle was long, 
dangerous and costly. There were 
casualties and serious damage when 
the Warspite struck a mine, but they 
completed their task. 

So on June 6, 1944, began 
operation Overlord, involving 5,000 
ships, 11,000 aircraft and 150,000 
personnel, the operation cost 
thousands of lives. In due course the 
allied forces were able to liberate 
France, The Low Countries, Belgium, 
much of Europe and eventually 
liberate the German people from 
their Nazi oppressors. 

For British voters in the coming 
referendum to give away the freedom 
they fought for in return for a few 
shekels would be disgraceful. 

Great Britain was in 1947 
instrumental in creating NATO. It was 
that international alliance (not the 
European Union) that has brought 
peace to Europe over the last 70 
years. 

Those who see Britain, the world's 
fifth largest economy, as little England, 
need to read some history - they 
will then know that Britain is a great 
country. 

And yes, when it comes to the 
economy it's worth noting that we 
were financially on our knees in 
1947, the help that the USA gave us 
during the war did not come cheap, 
so we had massive debts, and our 
cities and infrastructure had to be 
rebuilt, but the British did it. 

Today our foreign aid budget - our 
help to poorer nations - is per capita 
the largest in the world. 

The EU plan to create a federal 
Europe is now failing day by day 
with the growing stresses between 
members becoming ever more 
obvious. 

There is an old truism in the horsey 
world that says "if you are out riding 
and find your horse has died it is 
probably wise to dismount." 

So vote OUT in the referendum 
and share with me an ever greater 
Britain.

Bridges would 
be safety move 

I WRITE concerning the Network 
Rail proposal to close many of our 
footpath crossings to improve safety. 
We have four well walked rail 


crossings between Soham and 
Wicken, two are in the closure list. If 
the same number of people continue 
to walk between the two settlements 
but using the two remaining crossings 
then the overall risk of an accident 
remains the same. 

Using risk per person crossing in 
a similar way to air travel risk per 
passenger mile the risk at each of 
the remaining crossings is increased 
as the volume of person crossings 
increases. 

Network Rail talk of providing 
alternative routes, if these really are 
to improve safety then they must be 
bridges or tunnels to keep people 
off the tracks. An alternative route 
between Soham and Wicken might 
use the bridge on the A1123, I would 
rather take my chance on a rail 
crossing than walk that. 

One doesn't have to be much of 
a cynic to see the real advantage 
to Network Rail in reduced 
maintenance costs.

Have your say 
over crossings 

It has come to my notice that 
Network Rail have made proposals 
on some of their level crossings that 
have Public Rights of Way(PROW's) 


across them in Ely, Littleport, 
LittleDownham and Queen Adelaide. 

The total number that are proposed 
for closure are 17 with a possibility 
of a further 3 also in those areas 
mentioned. These Footpaths,Byways 
and Bridleways are (legal Highways) 
that are used by horse riders/carriage 
drivers, dog walkers, off road cyclists, 
runners, vehicles and farmers. If the 
connectivity from one side to the 
other side of the Right of Way across 
the level crossing is not maintained, 
then these long routes that interlock 
with other routes will be lost. It 
should not matter how many use 
these routes or which user groups use 
these crossings the most, these routes 
have been there, way before the 
Railway Line arrived in the 1840's. 

However, I do recognize that some 
of these level crossings may pose 
some risk to users. But in the same 
breath, does using those crossings 
pose more of a risk to some of 
those user groups using main road 
Highways ? 

It is important that those interested 
user groups give feedback to Network 
Rail. The Feedback survey www. 
networkrail.co.uk/anglialevelcrossings. 
Telephone 03457114141 or Email 
anglialevelcrossings@networkrail. 
co.uk 

First public survey is from June 
8th and closes June 29th 2016. The 
second round of public consultation 
on the preferred option for each level 
crossing will take place in August/ 
September 2016. 

All interested user groups should 
also contact their associated society 
bodies as it should as much be in 
their interest as it is to yourselves, as 
nothing in Network Rail proposals 
as I am aware, have indicated that 
those bodies have been consulted as 
a necessary course of action.

A LOCAL volunteering pro¬ 
gramme which is becoming 
increasingly popular in the 
Ely area has been short-list¬ 
ed for a national award. 

Cambridgeshire Time 
Credits - a scheme which 
has now seen more than 
10,000 hours given by volun¬ 
teers across the region - is up 
for an MJ Local Government 
Achievement Award. 

The way the initiative 
works is that for every hour 
a person gives to their com¬ 
munity, they earn one print¬ 
ed time credit that can be 
“spent” on community, cul¬ 
tural and leisure activities in 
the local area - and nation¬ 
ally at venues across England 
and Wales. 

The Cambridgeshire 
Time Credits network now 
has more than 50 partners 
across businesses, the volun¬ 
tary and community sector, 
public service and commu¬ 
nity groups - all using time 
credits as a resource to share 
skills and assets, enabling or¬ 
ganisations across multiple 
sectors to work together. 

People earn time credits 
for activities like planning 
or helping with community

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events and activities, sitting 
on committees or sharing 
skills or experiences such as 
cookery sessions and IT ad¬ 
vice. 

They can then spend time 
credits on activities such as 
film nights and fun days, 
sports matches, days out 
and classes, such as dance or 
yoga. 

Wendy Lansdown, com¬ 
munity engagement man¬ 
ager at Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “The 
time credits initiative has 
had a phenomenal impact in 
Cambridgeshire. 

“Not only has it had a pro¬ 
found effect on individuals, 
it is also bringing commu¬ 
nities together in ways we 
could never have predicted; 
from bingo nights to part¬ 
ners utilising the network to 
develop employment oppor¬ 
tunities. 

“Time credits have ena¬ 
bled local people to connect, 
develop networks and build 
strong communities.”

Couple’s walk 
on wild side 


A COUPLE have launched a fundrais¬ 
ing campaign in a bid to make their 
dreams of creating a nature reserve in 
Cambridgeshire a reality. 

Mary and Fernando Gris secured 
planning permission to build a state- 
of-the-art new office for their jewel¬ 
lery business, Marjo Distribution, on 
land in Third Drove, Little Downham, 
last spring. 

Their proposals, which were de¬ 
signed by their architect son, Carlos, 
and approved by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, also included turn¬ 
ing the five-acre site into a haven for 
local wildlife - mainly birds - which 
would be open to the public. 

The couple say to landscape the site 
properly would cost around £20,000 - 
and they are appealing for nature lov¬ 
ers to help them raise the funds. 

They say having lived in the area for 
25 years, wildlife and nature has “be¬ 
come their obsession’”. 

“We wish to create a bird sanctuary 
and building that re-encourages the 
now diminishing local bird popula¬ 
tion,” they said. 

“The droves used to be a hive of bird 
activity but changes in agriculture has 
led to a huge decline in various birds. 

“With the help of the RSPB, who 
have advised on the project, we wish 
to plant the necessary vegetation to 
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reinstall the habitat that would be 
ideal for various local birds. 

“This would transform this field 
into a beautiful and fully vegetated 
space which would greet you as you 
come over the rail and on to Main 
Drove. 

“Of course the sanctuary building 
will be of architectural merit to match 
these beautiful surroundings. Its form 
will be modernist and clean with two 
grass roofs helping it to blend seam¬ 
lessly in to its surroundings. 

“The materials will be high in tex¬ 
ture and earthy colours to further 
extend this, but also to give it a sense 
of belonging and heritage to the flat 
Fenland area.” 

They added: “We have already dem¬ 
onstrated our love for wildlife and the 
local area by planting a huge forest 
in the neighbouring field. This forest 
would also be extended into the bird 
sanctuary. Guests will benefit from 
natural ponds, tall tussocky grass 
pathways and even a bird observa¬ 
tory.”

will also help improve re¬ 
liability and enable sepa-

As reported, public con¬ 
sultation events were be¬ 
ing held across the county 
this week but people who 
were unable to attend 
them can still find out 
more and have their say. 

Richard Schofield, Net¬ 
work Rail’s route manag¬ 
ing director for Anglia, 
said: “We know that public 
rights of way are an im¬ 
portant part of country life 
in this region, and where 
possible, we will maintain 


this connectivity with the 
countryside, and in some 
cases will improve the 
rights of way network. 

“Our plans to close level 
crossings propose small

PLANS to build a new 
training facility for East 
Cambridgeshire’s fire¬ 
fighters have been given 
the green light.

to train. 

“We have put time 
and effort into looking 
at all our training facili¬ 
ties across the service 
and identified Sutton as 
a key location to develop 
a purpose-built training 
hub not just for the village 
crew but for all firefight¬ 
ers in East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire. 

“The smoke house- 
style facility will be very 
similar to those at our 
newer sites like Burwell 
and Cambourne, and we 
hope it will provide our 


firefighters with the best 
opportunities to train 
and hone their life-saving 
skills.” 

It is hoped construction 
will take place next year, 
with anticipated comple¬ 
tion by the end of 2017. 

The estimated cost 
of the development is 
£150,000. 

The fire service said 
that during the construc¬ 
tion period, fire cover 
provided by the on-call 
crew at Sutton would not 
be affected and that lo¬ 
cal firefighters would use 
other facilities for any 
training.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used.

D Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss.

They came home in times of 56.14 
and 57.49, while Tom Sykes crossed 
the line in 58.03. 

Meanwhile, Eley claimed runners-up 
spot at the Victoria CC 10.2 time trial 
in 22.40. 


Cliff Loveday came home in 24.24, 
just ahead of Martin Holmes, who 
recorded a time of 24.57. 

But the competition was most notable 
for Movistar professional Alex Dowsett 
stopping the clock in 44.29 to set a British 
25-mile time trial record. 

Dowsett, who also holds the 
national 10-mile record, was taking a 
break from training in the Pyrenees to 
return to this country to celebrate his 
mother’s 60th birthday. 

He shaved more than a minute off 
the previous British standard. 

And Eley kept himself busy by taking 


part in the ECCA 25-Mile Championship 
on the All at Newmarket, where he was 
Ely’s fastest rider in a time of52.42. 

Robert Golding followed him home 
in 53.38, while Phil Gosling finished in 
55.40. 

Dan Bromilow led the way for Ely 
at Hitchin Nomads CC’s 25-mile time 
trial with a time of lhr 47sec. 

Derek Ricketts finished in 1:03.44 
and Zena Palgrave completed the 
course in 1:10.43. 

Will Shepherd clocked a time of 
24.29 at the Stowmarket & District CC 
10 .
